Since He said to’the Pharisees, “Can 
ye not discern the signs of the times? ’ 
(verse 3) is it not probable that we 
migtit profit by a—-sifilar question? 
For there is great need cf men undet- 
standing the times, knowing what be- 
lievers ought to do (1 Chron. xii, 32), | 
We need also to beware of the leaven | 
of false doctrine, which seems to bei 
fust leavening the lump. But many | 
are mote occupied with bread for the | 
body than with the Living Bread, | 
which alone can nourish the soul, so 
that our Lord has still to say: ‘Do ye 
not yet understand? How is it that | 
ye do not understand?” (Verses 9, 11.) | 
When He had finished the parables of 
the kingdom He said, “Have ye un- | 
derstood all thege things?” (xit, 51.) 
As it is through faith that we under-! 
stand (Heb. xi, 3), His question at) 
least includes the other, “Do ye be-! 
lieve these things?” 

“Whom say ye that I am?’ (verse 
15) or, as He put it in xxii, 42, “What 
think ye of Christ?’ is the most im- 
portant question that could be asked 
any one. What we think of a par- 
ticular doctrine is a minor matter, for 
a right view of Christ Himself will 
rectify all else—that is, right views of 
His sufferings anu Hi. gry, Peter's 
reply, ‘Thou art the Christ, the Son 
of the living God” (verse 16), was the 
right thing to say, Hear him say it 
again in John vi, 69, and hear Martha 
say it in John xi, 27, Yet this did not 
fully establishyeither Peter or Martha, 
although it was a heaven revealed 
truth, because they did not grasp tre 
suffering which it included. Not only 
does Jesus rejoice with Simon that 
God had revealed this to him, but He 
speaks for the first time of His chureh 
not as something which He had been 
willing, but in these words: “Upon 
this rock 1 will build) My echureh” 
(verse 18). He sffid, “Thou art Petor 
(petros, a little rock), and upon. this 
rock (petra, a solid ledge) T will build 
My chureh.”’ Not Peter, but the grent 
truth of Peter’s confession, is the rock, 
the so id foundation. Sec bis own tos. 
timony in I Pet, ii, 6, 7. The building 
of this church or called out company 
from Jews and gentiles does not de- 
pend upon our faithfulness, for hath 
He said aod shall He not do it? But 
He is willing to use ell who are will- 
ing to be used, and every living store 


may bring other stones, The  con- 
summation is sure, whoever may or 
may not help, and the pearl, — the 


ehureh, shall be glorious and without 
snot or wrinkle or any such thing 
(Eph. v, 27). 

What a convort it is that no wis- 
dom from the pit, no unbelief or sei-} 
ence called Chri tian or aught else can 
ever prevail ugainst it! Peter was 
commissioned to open. the door both 
to Jews and gentiles into the present 
aga mystery of the kingdom. Soe 
Pentecost and. the house of Cornelius 
Note the keys ef the kinedom, not the 
keys of the church. The power of 
hinding and loosing was shared by the 
other disciples (Matt. xviii, 18; John 
xx, 23. (C. 1. 8.) A business man on 
the rond is in a sense the firm which 
re represents, and his trarsactions are 
in the name of the firm. So every be- 
liever is commissioned in the name cf 
the Lord Jesus, in the power of the 
Spirit, to take the word of God and 
show sinne’s their sins »nd point them 
to the Saviour, And if they receive 
Him the betiever is authorized to sow 
them in the word the result of their 
receiving Him or otherwise. 

The disciples had been proclaiming 
Jesus us the Christ—i, e., the cove- 
nanted King of a kingdom promised 
to the Jews and “at hand.” The 
church, on the contrary, must be built 
upon testimony to Him as crucified 
risen from the dead, ascended and 
made “head over all things to the 


fehuseh”’ (Eph. i, 20-23). (C. T. 8.) The 


kingdom being postponed, the age cf 
the mystery of the k’ngdom having 
been described, the church mentioned 
and its building vssured, He now tells 
them plain!y that He must suffer, be 
killed by the Jewish rulers and be 
raised again the t id day (v_ rse 21; 
xvii, 23: xx, 19). Peter, who had de- 
eared the rock foundation truth on 
which the chureh is to be built, now 
dares in »ll his love for Him to say 
thet He must not talk soe, must not 
think of being so ill trented,.“Be it 
far from Thee, Lord: this shall not 
be unto Thee” (verse 22), or, as in the 
margin, “Pity Thyself, Lord.”

the Spirit, as before. When filled with 
the Svirit of God no one hed more to 
sav about the sufferings of Christ and 
our suffering with Him than this same 
Peter, See his-first eristl, Our Lord 
then alded His oft repented words 
concernivg deny'ng self, teking up te 
cross, following Him, losing o'e’s lie) 
in order to seve it (Mott, x 37-39; |

HOG RAISING IN ALBERTA 


Mr. Sorenson Tells How He Made Hog 
Raising a Successful 
Venture 
By N. K.. Sorenson, Markerville, Alta. 


| T use in my hog business eight acres | 
Medicine | 


of land bordering upon the 
, River. The slope towards the river is 
;covered with brush, and the rest of 
the land is partly in native grass and 
| partly seeded down with mixed 
‘grain for pasturage, which is a great 
‘help to keep pigs in good growing con- 
| dition. 
' The building 


principal provides 


| pens for some 60 hogs, and in one end 


of it I have a feed room with tanks for 
water and buttermilk, The: 
feed room is surrounded = on_ three 


| sides by feeding yards fenced ‘in and 


they are arranged so that hogs of 
nearly the same size are fed together. 
Outside of the regular feed yards I 
have other buildings used principally 
for breed sows whenever I find it ad- 
visable to separate them from the rest; 
while these as well as straw stacks 
are available for farrowing quarters, | 
the sows seem to prefer farrowing in 
\the bushes in summer. 

My bunch of hogs is of the York- 
shire breed, bred from registered stock 
and consisted in February, 1909, of 1 
boar, 13 sows and 27 young hogs for 
fattening. During the year the brood 
sows had 17 litters, totalling 138 pigs 
of splendid vitality farrowed as_ fol- 
_ lows: 8 litters in March, 5 in May and 
4 in August. I bought 65 half grown 
hogs for fattening between September 
Ith and November 15th, 1909. In 
February last 1 had 35 pregnant sows 
and 2 boars, having sold altogether 
207 head during the year. During 
pregnancy the sows are fed on oats; 
otherwise barley is the staple grain 
ration. In my experience the young 
pigs show less vitality when their, 
Batis have been fed largely on bar- 
ey, 

Separate feeding yards are provided 
for the small pigs where they can al- 
ways find barley, whole or ground, 
and fresh buttermilk. It is very im- 
portant to have the small pigs feed- 
ing well when they are weaned, and 
they should be fed liberally so as to 
keep a clean skin and a good appear- 
ance, without being fat. 

I start fattening the pigs when they 
are 3.to 4 months old, and give them 
all the barley chop they will eat and 
any buttermilk which is not needed 
for the small pigs. I feed regularly 
three times every day but only what 
they will eat up clean. 

The best size of pen is 12 feet by 10 
feet with a 12-foot trough and it gives 
room for ten hogs; larger pens and 
several hogs in each gives too much 
disturbance, = The are cleaned 
out day and some bedding is placed 
in one corner of each. Hogs do not 
thrive well unless they are kept ab- 
solutely clean and the skin free from 
seurf,

Beyond that age every pound of gain 
in weight costs more than under that 
age. My hogs have been in splendid 
health and I have not lost a single 
nig from disease, This I attribute to 
the open air, exercise and excellent 
shelter afforded by the brush land sur- 
rounding my hog yard. It also pro- 
vides shade in the summer for the 
young pigs. : 

Of feed stuffs, I used the equiva- 
lent of 2,800 bushels of barley, or 134,- 
400 lbs., according to the formula; 6 
Ibs. buttermilk, 1 1b. ‘oats, 1 Ib. bar- 
ley. From this I have produced 29,- 
480 Ibs, of hogs, using 4.56 lbs. of 
barley per pound gained in the weight 
and thus realizing 71.8 cents per 
bushel after the principal items of 
expenditure, such as interest-and de- 
preciation, are deducted, 

As to the value of the labor involv- 


ed, this becomes a matter of indi- 
vidual calculation on farms where 
hogs are kept in conjunction with 


other stock, but it seems to me that 
in my situation it is easier to feed the 
barley to the pigs than haul it 14 
miles to the railroad station. 

The year’s business is summed up 
in the following statement, viz:—

The only other bridge of any 
importance now to be built is that 
across the Red Deer river, south of 
Alix. 

Mr. W. A. Lowry has received word 
that the G. T. P. has txken over the 
townsite of Duhamel, about twelve 
miles south of Camrose, and will start 
the erection of a ruilway station there 
equal to any on the Tofieli-to-Calgary 
branch. 

The construction of the bridge across 
the Red Deer river may d:lav track 
laying between that point and Calgary 
for a few weeks, but in the meantime 
the work of grading will be completed, 
and when track laying is resumed it 
will proceed at the rate of over one 
mile per day. ¢

U. 8. TRYING TO PREVENT RUSH 
TO CANADA 


Washington Using Every Effort to 
Break the Stampede of Americans 
to Western Canada—Fertile Lands 
of Prairie Provinces is Proving to 
be an Irresistible Magnet for the 
United States Farmers. 


Omaha, Neb.—There is going to be 
no more em.gration from the central 
states into western Canada the 
“powers” can ;revent at, and plans ree 
cently formed by tue Uniteu States 
govesnment and co-v, erated in by the 
governors of those stats which have 
tost so heavily of their very best citi- 
zens through emigra.ivn to Canada 
are looked to for as istance in prevent. 
ing ths tiemcendsus d.ain upon the 
farm population ot the United States. 
These plans call for the assistance of 
the American newspapers, and many 
of the most influential pe.iodicals ure 
lending aid to the moveine. t. 

The national gove.nment has at last 
taken cognizance of tie tremendous 
emigration of its subjects to Canada, 
and recently a fund of balf a million 
dollars was set aside w.th which to 
combat the “rush to Canada.” The 
American government has decided to 
spend that amount of moacy in adver- 
tising government lands in the western 
states and in showing prospective emi- 
grants that they can ;urchase land in 
this country just as cheaply, and in 
many cases at even lower figures, than 
they can buy Canadian lands, 

But in making tiis statement, the 
United States gove nment is obliged to 
steer clear of furnishing a descriptive 
comparison of the Canadian and 
American dands. In western United 
States there are many millions of acris 
of land that can be purchased at $1.25 
per acre and that are worth about one 
cont per quarter section, provided no 
faxes are assessed against it. There 
are, of course, millions of scres of 
much better land thin this that are 
subject to homestead entry, but when 
the government advertises; ‘Why go 
to Canada? We have 367 000,000 acres 
of free lands in this country,” all the 
great body of absolutely worthless 
lands is included, 

Of course this land econnoet be com- 
pared with the western Canadian 
lands nor in fact, can any of the 
American land which may be home- 
steaded and purchased at $1.25 per 
acre, but practically no farming lands 
are now open to homestead, 

With the half million dollars which 
it will spend in advertising its own 
lands, the Washington government 
will do its best to holl a portion of 
those western farmers who are leav- 
ing the States for Cena'n because of 
their ability in the latter country to 


secure laige bodies of land very 
cheaply. 
Many American neweparere ara 


clamoring for this government to 
spend $1,000,000 annually in an effort 
to stop this emicr'tion nd point to 
the fact that 40.000 of the very best 
class of our citizens crossed into 
Canada last March, The-e paners call 
‘ttention, also, to the fact that these 
40,000 emigrants carrie] $50 000,000 in 
cash and property along with them. 

“Losing men and money in such 
great ehunks, it’s no wonder the 
United States is preparing a grert 
eomraign to sten the drain,” says W 
V. Bennett, Canadien government 
land representative at Omaha,
